end. It was one of the most dram- 
atic moments ever recorded in a 
criminal trial in San Diego.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The 
signing by President Coolidge of 
the debt-funding agreement with 
Finland, followed by a delivery to 
the Treasury of Finlend’s bonds 
in the amount of $9.000.000 in 
exchange for their original gov- 
ernment notes, effects the formal 
completion of the adjustment of 
Finland’s debt to the United 
States government. 

Finland is the only BPuropean 
country besides Great Britain 
which has adjusted its debt to 
the United States government, the 
funding plan being identical in 
terms with the settlement already 
made with Great Britain. As the 
total amount of Finland's debt is 
only $9,000,000 the charges will 
not be heavy. The donde mature 
on December 16. 1984, with inter- 
est at 3 per cent during the first 
ten years, and 3% per cent for the 
remainder. Repayment of princi- 
starts immediately. and will 
consist of annual installments

ONTARIO, March 26.—Demaends 
for an accounting of $170,000 are 
contained in a suit filed today in

DAILY TRADE TALK 


The heavy rainfall, general 
throughout Southern California, 
was a stimulating factor yester- 


day all through business and finan- 
clal Los Angeles. It broke both 
& real and psychological tension 
which has had a deterrant effect 
in many lines. Optimism again 
ruled, and even the retailers whose 
sales were cut down as a result 
of the storm were all smiles in 
anticipation of the incresed vol- 
ume certain to result by reason of 
an improved undercurrent. It 
seemed likely that the stockyard 
quarantine and embargo laid down 
because of the fear of foot and 
mouth disease would be lifted to- 
day and business resumed on a 
normal basis by tomorrow. 

The citrus districts were made 
happy by the rainfall and farm- 
ers and truck gardeners are pre- 
paring to begin deferred spring 
work with the cessation of the 
storm. Conditions generally are 
favorable, and encouraging re- 
ports are being received from the 
back country as well as from the 
suburban cities in the Metropoli- 
tan district. 

The stock market has been heavy 
and uncertain for several days. 
Politics at home and abroad have 
something to do with conditions. 
The bears are active, but there 
are signs of early improvement. 
Merchand!si.g profite rather than 
speculation will become the rule 
to a grea’/er extent. The price 
trend is uncertain, and while some 
look for higher levels the busi- 
ness outlook is not being based 
upon ſ— In any 
event the situation appears to be 
healthy. 

The automobile situation is a 


bit thick. There has admittedly 
been an overproduction based on 
immediate needs, but manufac- 
turers allege that they are stock- 
ing the dealers for the purpose of 
avoiding the customary spring 
shortage.

THE POSTOFFICE 


Benjamin Franklin was the first 
Postmaster-General of the United 
States. He served from July, 1775, 
to November, 1776. This was the 
stormy and trying period of the 
revolution. Communications were 
then of first importance, even 
though the business was small. 

It is a huge business now. The 
Postoffice Department is far and 


away the greatest public utility in 
the world today. It was not al- 
ways so. America has grown 
enormously. So has the postoffice. 
Look at this record: 

In 1790 there were seventy-five 
postoffices in the United States. | 
The total revenue was $37,935 and 
the total expenses were $32,140. 
There were 265,000 letters handled. 
in 1923 there were 64,181 post- 
offices. The total revenue was 
$532,827,000, and the total ex- 
penses were $556,850.000. There 
were 9.370,000,000 letters handled 
by the railway mall service alone. 
This does not include local deliver- 
les. nor any second, third or 
fourth-class mall. For every letter 
dropped into the postoffice in 1799 
there were approximately 45,000 
letters in 1923. 

Not only is the Postoffice Depart- 
ment the greatest public utility in 
the world; it is also the cheapest 
For 2 cents one can place a letter 
address to John Smith, 10 Smith 
street, London, Eng., in the mail 
box ten miles from the main office 
in San Francisco, have it called 
for and taken these ten miles by 
a reliable, careful mall carrier, 
taken to the railway department, 
carried 3111 miles from San Fran- 
cisco to New York, transferred to 
a mall steamship and carried 3812 
miles to England, carried by a let- 
ter carrier fifteen miles out from 
the London main postoffice and de- 
livered to John Smith at his door— 
for what? For just 2 cents in 
American money—4948 miles for 2 
cents! 


SHOWS A PROFTT 
Now, the strange thing about all 
this is that the 2-cent mail depart- 
ment is making money. It is show- 
ing a profit. Why? Because it is 
not required to pay interest on its 
huge investment, as privately 

owned public utilities are.

depositors. This method is unique 
in America and has grown in 
favor during the year. This de- 
partment is a very important one. 
But deposits have been going 
down during the last few years. 
To meet this situation Postmaster- 
General New in his report for 
1923 declares for a higher interest 
rate for postal savings so as “to 
approximate the standard rates 
now paid to savings depositors by 
commercial and other bgnks. Such 
a policy will bring out many 
thousands of dollars now in 
hiding and return this vast fund 
of idle money to the active 
chambers of trade.” 

During the 1923 fiscal year 54,- 
181 postoffices issued 173,000,000 
money orders, valued at $1,388,- 
000,000. 

Now for the expense side. 

The Postmaster-General of the 
United States is the directing head 
of this vast enterprise. He re- 
ceives $12,000 a year. This is the 
usual pay for all cabinet positions. 
He has four assistants. They re- 
ceive $6000 a year each. These 
salaries are entirely too low—cer- 
tainly for the assistants. The 
Postmaster-General is situated 
differently. He is usually the po- 
litical manager for the administra- 
tion in power. He wields vast in- 
fluence by his appointive power. 
The President relies largely on the 
judgment of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. At this time there are 14,-/ 
261 postmasters of the first, sec- 
ond and third classes appointed 
by the President. These appoint- 
ments are in all cases suggested to 
the President by the Postmaster- 
General. 


AN IMPRESSIVE FORCE 

There were on June 30 last 
285,822 employees in the postal 
service of the United States. Ot 
these, 3425 live in Washington. The 
rest are scattered in every city 
and village in the nation. It is a 
larger force than that of the 
Army and Navy combined. 

The department cost the people 
of the United States for the fiscal 
year 1923 approximately 132.600. 
000 net. That is, the department 
spent that amount more than it 
raised in postoffice revenue. That 
sum must be paid by the people of 
the United States out of the pub

The Postoffice De- 
partment paid to the rallroade for 
thie service for the fiecal year 1923 
a total of $93,262,000. This is one 
of the most expensive departments 
of the service. 


Tt is lees than waa given to the 
Veterans’ Bureau every twenty- 
eight days.

As Tt write the raflroads have pe- 
titioned the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for an increase in 
rates.

AIR ROUTES 

A new development which needs 
a word ts the air mall routes divi- 
sion. Really there is only one 
alr service so far in operation, 
from New York to San Francisco, 
a fiying distance of 2680 miles. 
Mall from Chicago and that sec- 
tion can reach either coast in «a 
day. At present seventy-nine air- 
planes are being used. The rec- 
ord for 1923 shows 1,809,000 miles 
flown with 68,875.840 pieces of 
carried in the 
service. The United States lags 
far behind many of the nations of 
Europe. Here again is a division 
which bids fair to see marvelous 
expansion during the next few 
years. 

And now we come to the most 
expensive activity of the Post Of- 
fice Department—that of the rural 
mall service. At the close of the 
fiscal year 1923 there were 44,- 
439 rural mail routes serving 
6,488,000 families or approximately 
30,000,000 Americans in the 
country districts. The 44,312 mail 
carriers traveled up the hills and 
down the valleys and over the 
prairies a total of 1,773,000 miles 
daily. This service cost the de- 
partment $85,778,000 for 1923. The 
average annual salary paid the 
rural carriers for 1923 was $1844. 

During the fiscal year 1923 
there were 304 new mall routes es- 
tablished, adding 36.938 families 
to the service. So for the year 
we find improved postal service 
in the country districts was given 
to $2,625 families or 426,076 per- 
sons. 

A total of $513,000 was appro- 
priated by Congress in June, 1922, 
for carrying mail in New York City 
through pneumatic tubes. The 
Postmaster-General has already 
made a contract running from 
September, 1922, to June, 1992, 
for such service with the New 
York Pneumatic Service Company 
for twenty-seven miles of double 
lines of eight-inch tubes. The tube 
connects the main postomee of 
New York and twenty-four of the 
larger postal stations. 


ANTEDATE MOTOR TRUCK 
At this time for the 26.33 miles 


of double eight-inch Unes in 
operation the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is paying the contractor 
$496.425 a year. This is a very 
doubtful expenditure. The tubes 
were first installed before the days 
of the motor car, when mall de- 
livery was slow. Today no such 
condition exists. The motor mail 
car is speedy and efficient. The 
eight-inch tubes are relatively 
small. I believe a big saving can 
be effected by the aVolition of this 
so-called tube service. 

Mention should be made of the 
postal saving department. For the 
year ending June, 1923, the de- 
posits totaled $134,458,105. In all 
there are 6802 postal savings de- 
positories. Of these, approximate-
